The lowering of the flag was 
the first intimation that tae people of Washington 
had of the death of the distinguished man, although 
they had been anticipating it throughout the night.

THE last report on the Mississippi jetties is a 
triumphant vindication of the plan and the 
work done at the mouth of theriver.

The Govern ment is very prompt to put down poor 
beomers, who want the same rights as rich cattle 
men and Indians, who simply want theirown which 
has been stelen from them. But how ig it that it 
does not oecur to the Government to drive out and 
punish these big thieves, but for whose presence 
there would be no trouble at all? Instead of pun- 
ishing Indians for protesting against a wholesale 
robbery, why does it not punish the robbers them- 
selves? Instead of punishing boomers for merely 
wanting to go into Oklaboma, why does it not pun- 
ish the cattle syndicates who have gone in and ap- 
propriated lands which the Government says must 
not be eecupied until the mythical Indian title is 
extinguished? The Administration long ago prom- 
ised that these syndicates should be removed. Tbe 
Secretary of the Interior agreed that an investiga- 
tion should te made at once. The President de- 
clared that justice should be done.
